Suggested formats for labeling the elements of the 
invention via text legends can be found in Figs. 1-2b of US Patent No. 6,568,842; Fig. 1 
of US Patent No. 6,554,467; or Figs. 1-4 of US Patent No. 6,367,960. Note elements 
such as "WATER METER", "TRANSFER PUMP", and "HEATER" are clearly labeled 
with such text legends for improved and rapid understanding of the drawings.

5. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
a. reference character "12" in the Figures is not described in the 

specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

7. The Abstract of the Disclosure is objected to because: 

a. the inclusion of legal phraseology such as "means" in the abstract is 
improper. 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

8. The title is acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 
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10. Claims 12-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112 requires a claim to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Under In re Hammack, 427 F.2d 1378, 166 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1970) and In re Moore, 
169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1971), claims must be analyzed to determine their metes and 
bounds so that it is clear from the claim language what subject matter the claims 
encompass. This analysis must be performed in light of the applicable prior art and the 
disclosure. The definiteness of the claims is important to allow others who wish to enter 
the market place to ascertain the boundaries of protection that are provided by the 
claims. Ex parte Kristensen, 10 USPQ 2d 1701, 1703 (BPAI 1989). 

One of the purposes of 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, "is to provide those 
who would endeavor, in future enterprise, to approach the area circumscribed by the 
claims of a patent, with adequate notice demanded by due process of law, so that they 
may more readily and accurately determine the boundaries of protection involved and 
evaluate the possibility of infringement and dominance." In re Hammack, supra. As set 
forth in Amgen Inc. v. Chugai Pharmaceutical Co., Ltd., 927 F.2d 1200, 1217, 18 
USPQ2d 1016, 1030 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

The statute requires that "[t]he specification shall conclude with one or more claims 
particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention." A decision as to whether a claim is invalid under this provision 
requires a determination whether those skilled in the art would understand what is 
claimed. See Shatterproof Glass Corp. v. Libbey-Owens Ford Co., 758 F.2d 613, 624, 
225 USPQ 634, 641 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (claims must "reasonably apprise those skilled in 
the art" as to their scope and be "as precise as the subject matter permits."). 
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1 1 . The pending claims fail to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention and are therefore indefinite for the 
following reasons: 

Claim 12, lines 8-9: "the device for agitating the fluid" lacks antecedent basis; in 
line 14, insert ~a- before "pump". 

Claim 13: "the feed cycle" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 15: "the device for agitating the liquid" and "the suspension inventory" lack 
antecedent basis. 

Claim 18: "the feed cycle" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 19: "the suspension feed cycle" and "the liquid agitating device" lack 
antecedent basis. 

Claim 20: "the input solid material" is awkwardly worded. 

Claim 21 : : "the suspension feed operation" and "the vessel discharge cycle" 
lack antecedent basis. 
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Claim 22: : "the suspension stream" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 24: replace "fee stock" with --feedstock--. 

Claim 25: "the input sold material" is awkwardly worded. 

Claim 26: "the volumetric streams" lacks antecedent basis. 

12. Each pending claim should be thoroughly reviewed such that these and any 
other informalities are corrected so the claims may particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention, as required by 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 12-26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112. 

Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
